IN A KENTUCKY MINE 


One Body Recovered; 15 More 
Are Seen as Rescue Men 
Seek for Others. 


Clay, Ky., Aug. 3 (A. P.).—Sixteen 
miners were reported killed late today 
in the West Kentucky Coal Co.’s mine 
near here, where exactly ten years ago 
67 lost their lives in one of the great- 
est mine disasters in the State.

™ Nevertheless, if the causes of acci- 
‘dents were divided between these two 
“main classes of traffic, it would prob- 
_<ably be found that vehicles which have 
| ceased motion, either by re 4 parked 
' or otherwise, are to blame a sur- 
prisingly large percentage of cases. 


Violations Are Serious. 


This comparison should put in a 
’ proper light the seriousness of viola- 
stions of parking regulations, since park- 
“ing embraces in major part this main 
condition of vehicles which have ceased 
motion. 

Of course, vehicles which have ceased 
motion include all vehicles which have 
been stopped for any purpose, or from 
any cause, anywhere on ground on 
‘which vehicles are accustomed to move, 
be it boulevard, highway, street, or 

“alley. 

But how many drivers know the defi- 
nition of parking, as it is set forth in 
the traffic regulations of the District? 
Here it is: 

“*Park’ means to leave any motor 
vehicle standing on a public highway, 
whether or not attended.” 

This ought to dispel from the minds 
of many drivers the illusion that if 
they leave a person in a vehicle, it is 
not parked. It is parked if it is left 
standing on any public highway. 
Therefore, the..driver should take his 
book of regulations, turn to the section 
on parking, and learn the general regu- 
lations set forth there, if it is his wish 
to keep away from Traffic Court. 


Parked Vehicles Made Problems. 


Since the greatest volume-of modern 
traffic consists of parked vehicles, there 
is an especial necessity for cooperation 
“on the part of drivers with efforts of 
the Traffic Department to solve park- 
ing problems. 

The great multitude of vehicles, the 
“vastness of the parking problem, make 
cooperation on the part of drivers ab- 

. solutely essential if they themselves are 
to be served best. 

Since the two main classes of traffic 
“are strongly related to each other, it is 
necessary that the parking problem be 
adjusted with respect to moving traffic. 
That is for the benefit of the driver, 
for are not all those who park drivers 
too? It is better that an army follow 
@ captain, rather than every soldier 
follow his will. A government that has 
no head is an anarchy. What a chaos 
would Washington traffic be if there 
‘were no coordinated department to 
régulate it? These things indicate the 
‘value of cooperation. 


Many Drivers Cooperate. 


However, in justice, it should be 
pointed out that a great many local 
‘drivers do everything in their power to 

“cooperate with the Traffic Department, 
and to make the regulations tl.eir regu- 
Wations. It is those who do not, who 
persist in asserting their own wills in 
Opposition to common harmony, to 
whom the appeal of reason is made. 

Parking regulations may be divided 
broadly into two main classes, those 
which are in the interest of safety, and 
those which are for convenience.

Safety Hint) 


Trying to beat street cars to a 
car stop is one of the most danger- 
ous practices in which certain réck- 
less motorists, careless of their own 
lives and indifferent. of the lives of 
others, indulge. 

There is no need to warn sensible 
drivers against such a practice, since 
they naturally would not be gulity 
of it, unless they momentarily lose 
their good sense, and become the 
victims of impulsive folly. 

It is hard to warn those who do 
practice it, since they are usually 
of the class who learn lessons of 
safety only during convalescence in 
a hospital. But it probably is worth 
while to note that police regard it 
as one of the worst traffic evils. 

And knowing that may encourage 
some thoughtless persons to wanes 


to have the parking light burning. 

The simplification of the book of 
regulations, however, should enable 
drivers to understand the varied park- 
ing regulations much better, since the 
street on which ss is restricted 
will be listed alphabetically, and the 
driver will only need to turn to this 
particular street in the book to find 
the regulations which would affect his 
parking on that street. 

However, the parking regulations that 
effect safety are comparatively few, 
and, being more important than the 
others, should be mastered by every 
driver, and should be observed most 
particularly, and at all times. 


First Aid Instraction 
Is Planned for Motorists 


Training of motorist in first aid is 
one of the primary activities of the 
American First Aid, Inc., which will 
start an intensive campaign for first- 
aid training throughout the Nation in 
a few weeks. Its headquarters is in the 
Transportation Building, with field 
offices in Boston, New York City, Phil- 
adelphia, Chicago, St. Louis and San 
Francisco. First aid in industrial 
plants and in the home also will come 
within the scope of activities of the or- 
ganization. 

James F. Pickett, president, points 
out that while nearly every State has 
industrial first-aid laws, there are no 
laws compelling motorists to learn this 
important art. Statistics show, he says, 
that the motor car claims a life every 
26 minutes and injures 120 persons for 
every death. 

From 33,303 claims paid by a large 
insurance company in 1926, 98 were 
persons injured in bathtubs, 36 to those 
fallen from ladders and 44 to persons 
injured while going to lie on or leave 
a bed. These statistics show a heed for 
knowledge of first aid in the home and 
among motorists, he declares. Mr. 
Pitckett says he believes that every mo- 
torist will be required to take a course 
in first aid as a driving requisite in the 
near future. 


Motorists to Be Warned 
Before Trees Are Sprayed 


Motorists will be warned in the 
future when District employes plan 
spraying trees, Clifford Lanham, super- 
intendent of trees and parking, notified 
the American Automobile Association 
yesterday. Signs will be posted on 
trees on the blocks where spraying 
operations are planned. 

The signs will be posted at the ends 
and center of blocks affected on the 
day before the contemplated spraying. 
There will be no rule prohibiting park- 
ing, but motorists whose automobiles 
are sprayed can blame it on themselves. 
The fluid used in spraying does not 
harm the cars beyond requiring a wash- 
ing. 

Streets to be sprayed today, begin- 
ning at 5 o’clock this morning, are 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh 
and Eighth streets northeast and 
southeast, from Florida avenue north- 
east to M street southeast, Second 
street northeast to Fifteenth street 
northeast and from Florida avenue to 
C street southeast.

BRIG. GEN. J. C. RHEA 
IS DEAD AT 51 YEARS 


Hero of War Headed Citizens’ 
Training Camps in 
New England. 


Brookline, Mass., Aug. 3 (A.P.).— 
Brig. Gen. James C. Rhea, officer in 
charge of citizens military training 
camps in New England, died at his 
home here today after a short illness. 
He was 51 years old. 

‘Gen. Rhéa was born in Iowa on March 
7, 1876. He entered the United States 
Military Academy at West Point in 1895 
and became a sceond lieutenant in the 
cavalry four years later. He holds the 
distinguished service cross and the dis- 
tinguished service medal, having served 
in the World War. (Gen. Rhea saw 
service in Cuba and the Philippines 
from 1905 until 1915. At one time he 
was superintendent of the Philippine 
constabulary. 

In 1918 he went to France with the 
305th Infantry of the 77th Division. 
After the armistice he went to Coblenz, 
Germany, in charge of the 3d Brigade, 
which preceded the army of occupation 
in Germany. When he returned he 
was stationed in Arizona. He became 
head of the citizens military training 
camps in New England two years ago 
and was retired from active service on 
June 30, last.

Some Street Widenings Mere- 
ly Gave More Parking 
Space, Says Mulford. 


ACTION IS HELD NEEDED 


“Some street widening operations 
which have resulted in destruction of 
trees have been of little benefit to 
traffic beyond provision, at public ex- 
pense, of parking space for a few addi- 
tional automobiles.” 

The foregoing paragraph was con- 
tained in a letter received yesterday 
by the Commissioners from F, L. Mul- 
ford, president of the American Horti- 
cultural Society, protesting in behalf 
of the advisory committee on natural 
features of the public parks of that 
organization against treatment  ac- 
corded street trees in the District 
The letter said that the committee 
had decided that necessity exists “for 
taking all practicable measures for 
preservation of the street trees, for 
which Washington is justly noted.” 
Mr. Mulford said there are many 
treés of undesirable types, such as sil- 
ver maples and cottonwoods, which 
should: be replaced, and when street 
widening is necessary trees should be 
saved, if possible, at least leaving al- 
ternate trees in islands in the pave- 
ment; that excavations for service lines 
should be restricted to the street side 
of the curb; that careful supervision 
should be exercised over all workmen 
to prevent damage to tree roots and 
that the amount of street excavation 
in the city seems to be excessive. 
The letter concluded by observing: 
“The committee discussed the effect 
of impervious pavements on the 
growth of street trees and concluded 
that too little time has elapsed as yet 
for any pronounced effect to become 
apparent. The committee also agreed 
that there was no present danger to 
vegetation from the effects of smoke 
from heating and power plants.” 


FRANCIS T. BOWLES, 
REAR ADMIRAL, DIES 


Ship Construction Authority 
Was Graduated From Naval 
Academy in 1879. 


Rear Admiral Francis T. Bowles, U. 
S. N., retired, authority on ship con- 
struction, died at Barnstable, Mass., 
yesterday in his sixty-eighth year.

Joseph Marshall is employed as an 
ad writer at the Woodward & Lothrop 
department store.

Successfully Rides Out Storm 
Which Follows Executive’s 
Announcement. 


SUPPORT IS POWERFUL 


New York, Aug. 3 (Associated Press.) 
The stock market today successfully 
rode out the storm of selling which 
arose in the wake of President Cool- 
idge’s unexpected announcement that 
he did not choose to be a candidate 
in 1928. Prices of leading issues 
crashed 3 to 16 points in the first few 
minutes of trading. when the lowest 
prices of the day were recorded, but 
the losses were subsequently cut in 
half, or wiped out altogether. 

Early selling came principally from 
two sources: First, from “bear” traders 
who had been seeking an excuse to 
attack the market in the belief that 
the recent rapid advance to record high 
levels had weakened its technical posi- 
tion; and second, from professional op- 
erators who have been sponsoring the 
“bull” movement and desired to cash 
in part of their paper profits pending 
a more complete diagnosis of the mar- 
ket’s reaction to the Coolidge an- 
nouncement. Contrary to expectations 
in some quarters, there was no exten- 
sive forced liquidation by small specu- 
lators and investors, tending to con- 
firm thé view that it has been a “rich 
man’s market.” 

Powerful financial support was 
quickly supplied after the opening 
break. The quickness and decisiveness 
of the recovery led to extensive short 
covering and stimulated a resumption 
of pool operations which carried more 
than a score rails and specialties to 
record high levels. Trading was in un- 
usually heavy volume, the day’s sales 
running above 2,750,000 shares.

to conceal their own satisfaction over 
the situation the President’s announce- 
ment has brought about in the Re- 
publican political field. 

Practically all of the discussions 
either began with or led to interpreta- 
tions of the word “choose.” Senator 
Dale (Republican), of Coolidge’s na- 
tive State, Vermont, said, the word 
“choose” was generally accepted in 
that New England section as meaning 
plan or intend, and added: 

“I do not think Mr. Coolidge was 
playing with that subject,” referring to 
the question of his candidacy. 

Another idea advanced was that the 
President found himself in the posi- 
tion of having to “choose” between 
seeking a new term or retiring and that 
it was this fact that caused him to use 
this particular word. 

Representative Oldfield, of Arkansas, 
chairman of the Democratic Congres- 
sional Committee, who said Tuesday 
the President’s statement looked liké a 
“feeler,” issued another statement yes- 
terday, saying that he preferred to ac- 
cept the pronouncement in the spirit 
he felt sure it was intended “that is 
to mean that he will not be a candi- 
date.” 

“It would have been better had he 
adopted the language of Roosevelt and 
plainly said that he would not accept 
the nomination if tendered him,” Mr. 
Oldfield added. ‘“‘Nevertheless, I am of 
the opinion that the country can but 
take the President at his word and ac- 
cept his statement as putting him def- 
initely out of consideration.” 


Comment in Tennessee 
Shows Divided Opinions 


Memphis, Tenn., Aug. 3 (A.P.).— 
Political leaders of Tennessee, Arkan- 
sas and Mississippl commented on 
President Coolidge’s statement yester- 
day that he did not “choose” to run 
for the Presidency in 1928. ’ 

Senator L. D. Tyson (Democrat), 
Tennessee, declared “it would make 
Mr. Coolidge a bigger man in the eyes 
of the Nation.” 

Senator T. H. Caraway (Democrat), 
of Arkansas, declared the announce- 
ment would be hailed with delight, 
but,. he added, “there always will be 
the fear that there was a mental reser- 
vation that he might consider becom- 
ing a candidate if he. is drafted to 
do so.’ 

“President Coolidge merely is play- 
ing hide and seek with the American 
people,” Senator Pat Harrison (Demo- 
crat), Mississippi, said. “The Presi- 
dent’s statement means nothing. If 
President Coolidge ever winked his eye 
or had his fingers. crossed he must 
have done so when he said, ‘I do not 
choose to run for President in 1928.’ 
If he really wanted to make himself 
out as a presidential candidate, why 
did he not say, ‘Under no circum- 
stances will I seek the nomination or 
accept it if it is tendered me.’” 

Commenting editorially, the Arkan- 
sas Gazette (Little Rock) takes the 
attitude that the President meant 
that he would not accept the nomina- 
tion, and said today “that so sure did 
Mr. Coolidge seem of the Republican 
nomination and so favorable the pros- 
pects for his reelection—barring things 
now unforeseen—that he will be ac- 
counted to have declined a term in 
the White House.” 


Coolidge Does Not’ Seek 
Term, Says Gov. Weeks 


Montpelier, Vt., Aug. 3 (A.P.).—Gov. 
John E. Weeks in a statement tonight 
said that “by his recent utterance Cal- 
vin Coolidge makes it definitely known 
that he does not seek another term.” 


“His very words,” the governor added, 
“wise and helpful as they are, indicate 
hits commendable attitude toward pub- 
lic service.

“In the United States, naval contrac- 
tors and advocates of a big Navy have 
played upon the American love of big- 
ness and its national prestige, and they 
have found suitable subjects for quota- 
tion and misrepresentation in the naval 
experts here.” 

Geneva a Giant Fiasco, 

“It looks as though Geneva would be 
a& gigantic fiasco, and that it will end 
in increasing instead of reducing naval 
armaments. Coolidge, its inventor, 
can not bear to have his name go down 
in history associated with a failure. 
Thus he declines in the future'to be 
President of the United States, and 
that, as we sée it, is a tragedy for the 
world.” 

Personal reasons and not foreign af- 
fairs or domestic politics were hazard- 
ed as an explanation for President 
Coolidge’s decision by an Evening 
Standard writer under “A Londoner’s 
Diary” on the editorial page. 

“Geneva has no more to do with it 
than the eclipse—though it may have 
something to do with Geneva,” says the 
writer, who adds that the United States 
as a whole is very well satisfied with 
Mr. Coolidge “as a safe and economical, 
if somewhat colorless, steward of the 
national household. * * * Person- 
ally, I should hazard the guess that 
the most probable clue to the Presi- 
dent’s laconic notice of his withdrawal 
is that he and his wife are both bored 
stiff.

Pressure Within Party 
Is Seen by Berlin Paper 


Berlin, Aug. 3 (A.P.).—President Cool- 
idge’s announced disinclination to run 
for reelection will surprise Europé quite 
as much as America, says the Berliner 
Tageblatt, Republican organ, especially 
as.he had “not undertaken to head off 
the movement in the United States 
which regarded his renewed candidacy 
as a foregone conclusion.” 

The paper is inclined to link up 
the President’s “‘change of mind” with 
the prospective collapse of the tri- 
partite naval conference at Geneva, 
which was organized on his invitation. 

There is no evidence at hand, it says, 
to show that his renunciation was 
prompted by internal issues; therefore 
it would seem that it was “the result 
of a pessimistic mood, occasioned by 
the Geneva impasse.” 

The Vossische Zeitung, another Re- 
publican paper, believes Mr. Coolidge 
succumbed to pressure from within his 
Own party. Popular antipathy to a so- 
called third term, discontent on the 
part of the farmers’ bloc and the pros- 
pective collapse of the Geneva confer- 
ence, which it designates as “a fiasco,” 
combined to convince the President, the 
paper says, that his prestige as a candi- 
dad : was impaired. 

The Lokal Anzeiger, Nationalist, 
hazards the guess that Mr. Coolidge 
“either actually lost his desire to serve 
ai.other term owing to the failure of.

then no opportunity of mistaking what 
he meant to say. 

These papers were handed by the 
President to the correspondents. Until 
20 minutes of 12 yesterday, it is safe to 
say that not another person had the 
slightest inkling of what Mr. Coolidge 
intended to announce. How long ago 
he reached his decision is not known. 
In his only discussion of the statement 
with a private individual, it is known 
that the President merely added that 
he gave out the announcement yester- 
day because it was the fourth anniver- 
sary of his taking office on the death 
of Mr. Harding. 


Enjoys People’s Consternation. 


Obviously enjoying the consternation 
the announcement has created, the 
President has given no indication that 
he will say anything.more about it in 
way of explanation. 

It is the opinion of some who have 
been associated with him for many 
years that Mr. Coolidge’s statement 
means without doubt that he will not 
run, even if tendered the nomination. 
This group recalls the famous six-word 
statement in his message to Congress 
saying, “I do not favor the bonus,” and 
how he stubbornly refused to sign the 
bonus bill after it was passed. They 


recall that when he might have said, 
“I will not sign,” instead of “Do not 
favor,” just as yesterday he selected 
the word “choose” rather than “will 
not.” 

It is further argued by these men, 
who, it must be said have been associ- 
ated with the President long enough 
to know him about as intimately as 
any man knows him, that he did not 
use the words “will not” because it 
might have been presumptive on his 
part to assume he would be the logical 
candidate. , 


Thought Is Divided. 


The other school of thought, which 
includes men just as close to the Presi- 
dent—men also from ‘Massachusetts— 
and more significantly his close friend 
and political manager, William M. But- 
ler, is Just as convinced that Mr. Cool- 
idge will accept the nomination if 
tendered him, although he will not 
make a race for it. 

These persons argue that the words 
“do not choose” were selected with 
care and leave the way open to the 
President to accept the nomination. 
They feel that the statement does show 
he is satisfied and willing to retire at 
the end of his term and if-any other 
course is to be taken, it must be at 
the explicit request of the people. 

In the summer White House itselt, 
there is no discussion whatever be- 
tween the President and oolidge 
or their guests of the statement. Last 
night, a few hours after he had made 
the announcement, the President had 
Gov. W. J. Bulow, the Democratic 
executive of the State, and Mrs. Bulow 
as dinner guests at the lodge. Neither 
Gov. Bulow nor his wife had heard of 
the announcement before they went. to 
the summer White House and it re- 
mained for them to find out about it 
when they returned home late in the 
evening and saw it for the first time 
in the afternoon papers. 


Laughs at Picture. 


Indicative of the apparent relief Mr. 
Coolidge feels in getting the announce- 
ment off his chest is the information 
that he surprised even Mrs. Coolidge 
last night by the hearty manner in 
which he laughed while witnessing a 
comic moving picture at the game lodge. 
It is unusual for the President to show 
his feelings outwardly to any extent. 
- During the visit of Gov. and Mrs. 
Bulow, the President was described by 
Mrs. Bulow, who has met him before, 
as hapiper and more talkative than 
usual, The conversation centered 
about the State of South Dakota and a 
discussion with Gov. Bulow of his prob- 
lems as the executive of this State.

Mission Leader Tells Politics 
Institute Chinese Here Are 
Aiding Nationalists, 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 3 (A.P.).— 
The occupation of the Ruhr niltimately 
strengthened the movement which cul- 
minated in Germany's acceptance of the 


Dawes plan, Dr. Peter Reinhold, minis- 
ter of finance in former Chancellor 
Luther’s cabinet, told the members of 
the Institute of Politics today. 

“The Ruhr did not increase our will- 
ingness to pay; we were already willing 
to pay,” he explaiend, but the terms of 
the bill for 132,000,000 marks under 
the London schedule of reparations 
constituted an ultimatum looked on by 
Germans as an “end of Germany.” 

“On the other hand,” he said, “we 
considered the Dawes plan an agree- 
ment rather than an ultimatum.” 


Sees German Advances. 


“The occupation of the Ruhr, which 
in its immediate effects was disastrous 
to Germany, ultimately strengthened the 
movement toward a plan for reparations 
gatisfactory to Germany.”’ 

While the reparations problem is not 
solved, it is not likely, under the Dawes 
pian, to menace economic stability or 

rogress in Europe again, Joseph S. 

vis, adviser to the American members 
of the Dawes commission, told the in- 
stitute. 

Germany, he said, is now emerging 
from a critical period of economic read- 
justment with improved credit and a 
sound business structure. Transfer of 
the “standard annuity” of 2,500 million 
gold marks, to be met for the first 
time ‘'. 1928-1929, will present the most 
severe test’ that has yet been en- 
countered. | 

Prof. Davis declared that the early 
reparetions policy, which culminated in 
the Ruhr occupation and Germany’s 
passive resistance, convinced every one 
that the policy of pressure and resist- 
ance was costly and futile, and led to 
@ radically new policy in the Dawes 
plan. 

China Held Benefited. 


In a discussion of Chinese problems, 
G. W. Hinman, of the American Mission 
Board, declared. that the Nationalist 
movement has the support. of large 
numbers of Chinese in North America. 
Funds are being contributed by groups 
in every Chinatown in the United 
States, Canada and Mexico, he said. 

Cc. O. Bachtelder, of New York, who 
has recently returned from a study of 
the Orient, said the Chinese “are far 
too clever a race” to be economically 
exploited by foreigners, and as a matter 
of fact are reaping benefits rather. than 
suffering from foreign trade. 

The Philippine Islands were pictured 
to the institute today as a possible 
producer of two-thirds of the yearly 
rubber supply of the United States. 
Lack of agreement between Americans 
and Filipinos thwarts the rubber de- 
velopment, speakers said. 

Prof, Ralston Hayden, who accom- 
panied Col. Carmi Thompson on an 
official tour of the islands last year, 
said that the Filipinos unaided can 
not achieve the production peak, but 
are in’ a_position to make it impossible 
for Americans to do so. He stressed a 
conviction that the solution can be 
found only in an agreement between 
the Philippines and the United States. 


Vast Rubber Reserve. 


Miss M. A. Pugh, of the Department 
of Commerce, submitted _ statistics 
showing that there are 1,500,000 acres 
of potential rubber land in the south- 
ern island of Mindanao and the Sulu 
Archipelago. Insular land laws, he said, 
have restricted the area available for 
individual or corporation to slightly 
more than 2,500 acres and have been 
responsible for the diversion of Ameri- 
can capital interested in rubber cul- 
ture to Liberia instead of the poten- 
tially fertile but politically uncertain 
Philippine areas. 

Free entry of American capital, she 
suggested, would overcome some of the 
existing obstacles. “Recent economic 
advancement in other rubber producing 
countries is evidence of the advantages 
to be derived from the industry,” Miss

Jury Holds Judge Falr. 


“T have consulted with every mem- 
ber of the jury. now alive, eleven in 
number. They considered the judge 
fair; that he gave them no indication 
of his own opinion of the case. 
davits have been presented claiming 
that the judge was prejudiced. I see 
no evidence of prejudice in his conduct 
of the trial. That he had an opinion 
as to the guilt or innocence of the ac- 
cused after hearing the evidence is nat- 
ural and inevitable. 

“The allegation has been made that 
conditions in the courtroom were preju- 
dicial to the accused. After careful in- 
quiry of the jury and others, I find no 
evidence to support this allegation. I 
find the jurors were thoroughly honest 
men and that they were reluctant to 
find those men guilty, but were forced 
to do so by the evidence. I can see no 
warrant for the assertion that the jury 
trial was unfair. 

“The charge of the judge was satis- 
factory to the counsel for the accused, 
and no exceptions were taken to it. 
The Supreme Judicial Court for the 
Commonwealth has considered such of 
the more than 250 exceptions taken 


for the accused chose to argue and over- 
ruled them all, thus establishing that 


the proceedings were without legal 
flaw. 


Trial Fairly Conducted, 


In. 


“I have read the record and exam- 
ined many witnesses and the jurymen 
to see from a layman’s standpoint 
whether the trial was fairly conducted. 
I am convinced that it was. 

“The next question is whether newly 
discovered evidence was of sufficient 
merit to warrant a new trial. 

“After the verdict against those men, 
their counsel filed and argued before 
Judge Thayer seven distinct supple- 
mentary motions for a new trial, six 
of them on the ground of newly dis- 
covered evidence, all of which were de- 
nied. I have examined all of these mo- 
tions and read the affidavits in sup- 
port of them to see whether they pre- 
Sented any valid reason for granting 
the accused men a new trial. I am 
convinced that they do not and I am 
further convinced that the presiding 
judge gave no evidence of bias in de- 
nying them all and refusing a new 
trial. The Supreme Judicial Court for 
the Commonwealth, which had before 
it appeals on four of the motions and 
had the opportunity to read the same 
affidavits which were submitted to 
Judge Thayer, declined to sustain the 
contentions of counsel for the accused. 
In my own investigations on the ques- 
tion of guilt, I have given these mo- 
tions and their supporting affidavits 
and the witnesses every ‘consideration.

He feels that the district 
attorney’s office has treated him un- 
fairly because his two confederates who 
were associated with him in the com- 
mission of the murder for which he 
was convicted were given life senttnces, 
whereas he was sentenced to death. He 
confessed the crime for which he was 
convicted. I am not impressed with 
his claim to knowledge of the South 
Braintree murders. 

“It has been a difficult task to look 
back six years through other people’s 
eyes. Many of the witnesses told me 
their story in a way I felt was more 
a matter of repetition than the product 
of their memory. Some witnesses re- 
plied that during the six years they 
had forgotten; they could not remem- 
ber; that it was a disagreeable experi- 
ence and they had tried to forget it. 
I could not hope to put myself in the 
position of a juryman and have the 
advantage of seeing the witness on the 
stand and listening to the evidence and 
judging the spoken word. The motions 
for a new trial, however, were all made 
from affidavits and therefore they 
could be reviewed under the same cir- 
cumstances as prevailed when the judge 
heard them. 

Most Vital Question. 


“The next question, and the most 
vital question of all, is that of the 
guilt or innocence of the accused. ‘In 
this connection I reviewed the Bridge- 
water attempted holdup ‘for which 
Vancetti had previously bcen + :ed be- 
fore another jury and found guilty. 
At this trial Vanzetti did not take the 
witness stand in his own defense. He 
waived the privilege of telling his own 
story to the jury, and did not subject 
himself to cross-examination. Investi- 
gating this case, I talked to the coun- 
sel for Vanzetti at the Plymouth trial, 
the jurymen, the trial witnesses, new 
witnesses, present counsel and Van- 
zetti. I have talked with the Govern- 
ment witnesses who saw the Bridge- 
water holdup and who identified Van- 
zetti, and I believe their testimony to 
be substantially correct. I believe with 
the jury that Va etti was guilty and 
that his trial was fair. I found noth- 
ing unusual about this case except, as 
noted above, that Venzetti did not 
testify. In the Bridgewater case prac- 
tically every one who witnessed the at- 
tempted holdup and who could have 
identified. the bandits identified Van- 
zetti. 


Calls Crime Brutal. 


“The South Braintree crime was par- 
itcularly brutal. The murder of the 
paymaster (Parmenter) and the guard 
Berardelli), was not necessary to the 
obbery. The murders were accom- 
plished first, the robbery afterward. 
The first shot laid Berardelli low in 
the roadway, and after Parmenter was 
shot, he dropped the money box in the 
road and ran across the street. The 
money could then have been taken but 
the murderers pursued Parmenter 
across the road and shot him again, 
and then returned and fired three more 
shots into Berardelli, four in all, leav- 
ing his lifeless form in the roadway. 
The plan was evidently to kill the wit- 
nesses and terrorize the bystanders. 
The murderers esca in an automo- 
bile driven by one of their confederates, 
the automobile being, afterward located 
in the woods at Bridgewater, 18 miles 
distant. 

“Vanzetti, when drrested on May 65, 
had in his hip pocket a fully loaded 
revolver. Sacco had a loaded pistol 
tucked into the: front of his trousers 
and 20 loose cartridges which fittted 
this pistol. 


Told Tissue of Lies. . 


“Upon being questioned by the po- 
lice, Doth men told what they after- 
ward admitted was a tissue of lies, 
Sacco claimed to have been working at

“As the result of my study of the 
record and my personal investigation of 
the case, including my interviews with 
a large’ number of witnesses, I believe, 
with the jury, that Sacco and Vanzetti 
were guilty and that the trial was fair. 

“This crime was committed seven 
years ago. For six years, through dilatory 
methods, one appeal after another, 
every possibility for delay has been 
utilized, all of which lends itself to at- 
tempts to frighten and coerce wit- 
nesses, to influence changes in testi- 
mony, to multiply by the very years of 
time elapsed the possibilities of error 
and confusion. 

“It might be said that by under- 
taking this investigation I have con- 
tributed to the elaborate cansideration 
accorded these men. My answer is that

| there was a feeling on the part of some 


people that the various delays that had 
dragged this case through the courts 
for six years were evidence that & 
doubt existed as to the guilt of these 
two men. The feeling was not justi- 
fied. The persistent, determined ef- 
forts of an attorney of extraordinary 
versatility arid industry, the judge's 
iliness, the. election ‘efforts of three 
district attorneys, and dilatoriness on 
the part of most of those concerned 
are the principal causes of delay. The 
delays that have dragged this case out 
for six years are inexcusable. 

“This task of review has been a 
laborious one and I am proud to be 
associated in this public service with 
clear-eyed witnesses, unafraid to tell 
the truth, and with jurors who dis- 
charged their obligations in accord- 
ance with their convictions and their 
oaths.” 

William G. Thompson, chief counsel 
for Sacco and Vanzetti, said that he 
would have no comment to make to- 
night on the governor's decision. He 
wished to study the full text before 
making any statement. 

Warden Hendry, of the State Prison, 
said that he would not notify Sacco 
and Vanzetti of the decision until 
tomorrow. 


Sacco Cotniuues Fast. 


The two prisoners met the day, as 
they have the past several days, even 
though they awoke in the death house 
to which they were transferred last 
evening. 

Sacco entered upon the eighteenth day 
of his hunger strike by refusing break- 
fast. Vanzetti, who began eating on 
Sunday, after two weeks of fasting, had 
a hearty breakfast of dropped eggs on 
hash, with bread and coffee. 

Both radicals and Celestino Madeiros, 
whose execution for another murder 
has been several times delayed because 
of the possible use of his testimony in 
connection with the Sacco case, are 
sentenced to die the week of August 10. 

Mrs. Rose Sacco today visited her 
husband in the death house, standing 
for some time outside his cell in con- 
versation with him. They stood only a 
few feet away from the death chamber 
and its electric chair in which he has 
been sentenced to die. Mrs. Sacco gave 
evidence of the emotional strain she is 
under. She refused to discuss her 
visit.

90 Groups Represented While 
19 U. S. Denominations 
Send Envoys. 


NEW YORK BISHOP 
APPEALS FOR MERGER 


Conference Hopes to Show 
Differences Between the 
Sects Are Trivial. 


Lausanne, Switzerland, Aug. 3 (A.P.). 
Designed to promote unity among all 
Christian churches, the World Confer- 
ence on Faith and Order was opened 
here today by the Rt. Rev. Charles Henry 
Brent, Protestant Episcopal Bishop for 
western New York. Speaking in Laus- 
anne’s eleventh century cathedral, he 
pleaded for the removal of the barriers 
of suspicion and misunderstanding be- 
tween men of different religions and 
races. 

Nearly 500 delegates of more than 90 
churches, established and noncon- 
formist, were present. The Catholic 
Church was not represented. 

The program for the conference, which 
has been in preparation for seventeen 
years, covers nineteen days. It has been 
arranged to give every denominational 
group a hearing. The leaders of the 
conference hope to show that the differ- 
ences among the non-Catholic churches 
are so trivial that the delegates should 
come together and to have the con- 
gress before adjournment adopt a 
resolution in favor of-union, which can, 
in turn, be referred back to the govern- 
ing bodies of the various denominations 
- for approval. 


Sees Divine Call. 


Bishop Brent told the conference 
that “the call to unity is from God to 
man.” “Through unity alone can the 
kingdom of God be set up among men,” 
he said. 

The conferenee paid tribute to the 
late Robert Hallowell Gardiner, who 


gave the last ten years ° his life to 
furthering the conferemc:.. deciding to 
commemorate his work by erecting a 
memorial tablet in his home town, 
Gardiner, Me 

Lucy Gardiner, who is known as the 
“flying delegate,” because she flew to 
the conference, was elected time- 
keeper, a compliment to her sex which 
greatly pleased the seven other women 
delegates. 

Nearly every part of the world is rep- 
resented at the sessions. Nineteen de- 
nominations from the United States 
alone were represented, including nine 
American bishops. Forty-nine different 
nations have delegates and ten differ- 
ent languages were heard today.

DROURIN PREPARES SUT

Aviator and Levine Are No 
Nearer to Settlement 
of Difficulties.

PLOT IS SEEN BY FRENCH 


Paris, Aug. 3 (A.P.).—A climax in 
the Levine-Drouhin controversy, over 
the details of the projected flight to 
America in the transatlantic airplane 
Columbia, appeared near today. 

Maurice Drouhin, the French aviator 
who has been. negotiating to act as 
pilot of the Columbia, had papers 
drawn up as the first step in an action 
to compel Charles A. Levine, the Co- 
lumbia’s owner, to carry out the terms 
of what is characterized as the tenta- 
tive contract. Drouhin wishes Levine 
to sign a final agreement, which the 
aviator says was provided for in the 
first arrangement. 

Mr. Levine remained inaccessible to 
all callers excepting these who had 
special appointments with him at his 
hotel. He exchanged a few words with 
D:’--*'1 at Le Bourget Flying Field to- 
day, and later it was stated in the 
Drouhin camp that Levine had said 
that he would call on the aviator’s 
lawyer. The lawyer said this evening, 
however, that he had heard nothing 
from the owner of the Columbia. 

If the case gets into court, it is said 


that the Columbia will be kept under 


seal until the case is settled. The civil 
courts move slowly in the summer time 
and it might easily be that the case 
would continue into the fall. 

Friends of Drouhin now declare open- 
ly that Levine is maneuvering to pro- 
voke the aviator into a withdrawal 
from the proposed flight. They seek 
to corroborate this view by citing the 
statement made here today by Capt. 
W. G. Hinchcliffe, British imperial air- 
ways pilot. Hinchcliffe said that Le- 
vine had told him that he was worried 
for fear of accidents because he spoke 
no French and Drouhin spoke no Eng- 
lish. Levine also was disappointed be- 
cause Drouhin was not a navigator, 
Hinchcliffe added.

Carl 
Laemmle, founder and president of the 
film corporation, will remain as presi- 
dent of the board of directors of the 
new organization, according to the re- 
port. 

The Universal Pictures Corporation 
owns and operates 400 motion picture 
theaters throughout the United States 
and is building other picture palaces at 
a total cost of $22,000,000. Whelan was 
the organizer of the United Cigar 
Stores.

KEEP HANDS OFF MEXICO, 
MEXIGANS ASK AMERICH 


Spokesmen at K. of C. Con- 
vention Surprised U. S. Is 
Friendly to Calles. 


LOCAL MAN GETS POST 


Portland, Oreg., Aug. 3 (A.P.).—A 
hands-off policy in everything pertain- 
ing to the affairs of Mexico was re- 
quested today by a representative of 
the Mexican delegation to the supreme 
convention of the Knights of Columbus. 

Senor E. Traslosheros, who said he 
had been an exile from Mexico for more 
than @ year, in a statement denounced 


President Calles and pleaded that the 
southern republic be allowéd to work 
out its own problems in its own way. 

“We want to state that we—the 
Mexicans now in exile in the United 
States and all home-loving Mexicans 
now living here—have never asked for 
intervention, armed or otherwise, from 
the American Government in Mexican 
affairs,” said the statement. 

“We have sent an appeal to Wash- 
ington, D. C., stating that we are very 
much surprised to see that the admin- 
istration has kept on good terms with 
the bloody tyrant that reigns in Mex- 
ico—Calles—because the Washington 
administration, through its embassy in 
Mexico City, has all the details of the 
horrible crimes committed by Calles 
and his crowd,” the statement declared. 

Meeting in their fifty-fourth annual 
supreme convention, the knights elect- 
ed Martin H. Carmody, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., supreme knight, to suc- 
ceed James A. Flaherty, of Philadelphia. 
’ Flaherty, who retired after serving 
eighteen years as head of the order, was 
elected to the position of supreme 
councilor, which was created at the 
convention today. 

John F. Martin, of Green Bay, Wis., 
nosed out William C. Prout, of Boston 
Mass., for deputy supreme knight. 

Edward W. Fahey, of St. Paul, Minn., 
was elected supreme physician; D. J. 
Callahan, of Washington, D. C., su- 
preme treasurer; Luke E. Hart, of St. 
Louis, Mo., supreme advocate.

delegates, however, indicated that if 
the compromise were acceptable to 
both the United States and Japan, 
more time would be required to look 
into it further. 


In the Japanese plan the word 
“authorized” was employed to emphasize 
that Great Britain and Japan would 
only finish their authorized cruiser pro- 
gram. Mr. Gibson asked Mr. Bridgeman 
what he understood this word to signi- 
fy, adding: 

, “Does it mean approved and author- 
zed” 


Is Birkenhead Plan. 


Viscount Cecil answered that it meant 
“authorized.” After further quelling, 
Mr. Gibson asked: 

“Does it mean the Birkenhead plan?” 

Mr. Bridgeman is understood to have 
answered “Yes.” 

“Then that means 458,000 tons for 
Great Britain by~»J931,” said Mr. Gib- 
son. 

Mr. Gibson added that this was high- 
er than the United States could possibly 
go, and that it would mean that Amer- 
ica must build up to that figure. Mr. 
Bridgeman’s reply was that the British 
did not wish to speak in terms of total 
tonnage. 

Mr. Gibson insisted that the United 
States could only build up to 400,000 
tons as a maximum in cruisers, and de- 
clared that there was no advantage in 
signing a treaty to authorize the British 
building program. 

All the British statesmen remarked 
that the acceptance to such a treaty 
will prevent Great Britain laying down 
more ships than contained in her build- 
ing program. 

Mr. Gibson told the meeting he 
thought the Japanese compromise con- 
teined interesting possibilities, but it 
all depended on what was implied in it. 
He declared if the British interpretation 
of the word “authorized” was not his 
interpretation, it would be difficult to 
discuss the compromise. 


No Further Offer. 


The American delegates, said Mr. Gib- 
son, were kindly disposed to the general 
idea voiced in the compromise, but if it 
did not result in any saving and did 
not mean a cessation of building, then 
the compromise possessed no interest 
for Americans. He added that Ameri- 
cans do not consider anything as author- 
ized until it is approved by Congress. 

Mr. Gibson again made it clear that 
the cruiser plan drawn up by the Bir- 
kenhead committee in 1925 was not ac- 
ceptable. All present seemed to realize 
that the fateful moment of a break was 
upon them. Mr. Gibson turned to Mr. 
Bridgeman and said: 

“Have you any further proposals?” 

Mr. Bridgeman replied that he had 
none, and Viscount Ishii, of the Ja- 
panese delegation, replied in the same 
manner, his voice scarcely more than a 
murmur. 


No Use, Says Gibson. 


In his capacity as chairman, Mr. Gib- 
son then announced: solemnly, while 
all the others present sat rigid, staring 
straight in front of them, that he could 
see no further useful purpose in con- 
tinuing. He said he did not see- what 
more they had to do.

KLAN, SAYS MAN, HEARD 
SERVICE, THEN FLOGGED 


Alabama Member Tells of 
Trip to Church, Followed 
by Whipping Youth. 


THREATENED, COURT TOLD 


Oneonta, Ala., Aug. 3 (A.P.).—Wit- 
nesses for the State in the trial of Eu- 
gene Doss today told how members of 
the Terrant City Klavern of the Ku 
Klux Klan met in their lodge rooms, 
donned masks and robes, motored to 
Oneonta, and, after attending church 
services, flogged Jeff Calloway, farm 
youth. 

John Hughes testified that he had 
been one of the band of masked men 
who whipped Calloway. He said Dr. L. 
S. Fennell, who, with Doss, is one of 
the seven men under indictment in 
connection with the flogging, an- 
nounced at a klan meeting that mem- 
bers had been invited to attend church 
in Oneonta. 

Several of them gathered on the 
night of the flogging, Hughes testified, 
dressed themselves in klan costume, 
and went to the church services. Sev- 
eral of the klansmen spoke from the 
pulpit. 

Under questioning by Attorney Gen- 
eral C. C. McCall of Alabama, who is 
conducting the prosecution, Hughes 
named several other members of the 
party. All, he said, wore Ku Klux Klan 
costumes when Calloway was kidnaped 
from the church, taken into a dense 
woods and whipped because he came 
to church intoxicated. Hughes testi- 
fied that Doss drove the automobile. 

At a subsequent meeting of his klan 
the witness said Doss cautioned him 
“to keep his mouth shut about the trip 
to Antioch Church.” Hughes testified 
that at least 50 persons have threat- 
ened him with violence and that one 
of the men “put his finger to his lips 
and then drew his hand across his 
throat.” 

Oliver Tidwell, the State’s star with- 
ness at the grand jury investigation 
into the flogging, corroborated Hughes’ 
testimony. 

Attorneys for Doss announced they 
would introduce no witnesses and were 
ready for the case to g@ to the jury 
following arguments to the court. 


Jazz King Offers 
To Save Symphony 


Chicago, Aug. 3 (A.P.)—Jazz has 
come to the rescue of the Chicago Sym- 
phony Orchestra. Paul Ash, reputedly 


one of the country’s highest paid jazz 
maestros, has offered to donate $10,000 
to help meet the wage increase demanc- 
ed by musicians of the orchestra. Di- 
rectors of the Symphony Orchestra So- 
ciety recently announced that the or- 
chestra, after having won world fame 
under the batons of Theodore Thomas 
and Frederick Stock, would be dis- 
banded because union salary demands 
were regarded as unreasonable. 

The difference between what the so- 
ciety offers to pay and what the union 
asks is $30,000 annually. Ash, in offer- 
ing to meet one-third of this sum, 
stipulated only that the entire $10,000 
go for salaries and for no other pur- 
pose.

MR. COOLIDGE’S TEN WORDS. 


Public comment upon President Coolidge’s 
announcement, by the politicians and the press, 
covers the entire range of speculation. The 
majority of commentators accept the announce- 
ment as a sinr®~s expression of the President’s 
determination fot to be a candidate for re- 
election, and many of them take it to mean that 
he would refuse the nomination if it were ten- 
dered to him. But while the majority interpret 
the statement as an advance notice that Mr. 
Coolidge will not seek renomination, they also 
believe that it is not incompatible with accept- 
ance of the nomination if it should be thrust 
upon him. 

Very few persons look upon the announce- 
ment aS a political trick intended to promote 
Mr. Coolidge’s chances while relieving him of 
the charge of using his office in his own behalf. 
In some quarters the suggestion is made that 
Mr. Coolidge intends by his announcement to 
throw upon the Republican party the respon- 
sibility of deciding whether or not it shall 
nominate him, in view of the national tradition 
against a third term for Presidents. 

Former Gov. Lowden comments upon Mr. 
Coolidge’s announcement, by saying, “No man 
ever ran away from the Presidency.” Mr. 
Lowden himself ran away from the Vice Presi- 
dency, and.although he is not now accused of 
running away from the Presidency, history 
‘records that several Presidents ran away from 
third terms. Why not credit President Coolidge 
with equal devotion to the traditions of the 
republic? 

The strongest reason for believing that Mr. 
Coolidge has decided to leave the White House 
on March 4, 1929, is that his announcement 
would have been most unwise and unfortunate 
if he had not reached that decision. There was 
no exigency demanding the announcement. If 
he were angling for a renomination he would 
“not have encouraged other anglers ‘to start a 
stampede for the same prize. His announce- 
ment opens the field to all aspirants, and all 
progress made by them would be at his ex- 
pense if he were also an aspirant. 
nouncement would plague him hereafter if he 
ghould accept nomination, as a large proportion 
ef the people would conclude that it had been 
‘ mere political trick, unworthy of a President,

and raising doubts as to his fitness for the 
hftice. 

Let it be remembered that Mr. Coolidge 
thought long and deeply before he made this 
announcement. He makes it as President, after 
four years of experience in the chair occupied, 
py Washington and Lincoln. He has worded 
his announcement in such fashion as to remove 
himself from next year’s scramble while retain- 
ine the prestige and influence needed to per- 
form his duties during the remainder of his 
term. But if circumstances should make it 
advisable in his opinion to remove all doubt 

that he intends to leave the White House in 
1929, he mtay favor the Nation with another 
ten-word message. 


GEN. LORD RECEIVES SUGGESTIONS. 


. Thirteen farm and industrial organizations 
were represented by delegations which called 
upon Gen. Herbert M. Lord on Wednesday for 
farm relief. These gentlemen did not ask the 
Director of the Budget to recommend to the 
President that he indorse the plans for farm 
relief which are supported by the McNary- 


Haugen bloc. They want the budget builder 
to suggest to the President that the research 
work of the Department of Agficulture be 
stimulated by the more liberal treatment of 
that valuable division of the service. 

It was pointed out to Gen. Lord that,. while 
the original purpose in-+creating the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture was to carry on scientific 
fesearch work into agricultural problems, the 
percentage of the appropriations for the 
department now devoted to such inquiry is 
only 6% per cent of the total, and that a 
gmaller percentage of the funds of the de- 
partment is now allotted to research work than 
in 1921. tae Et 
. The group of representatives directed the at- 
tention of the budget chief to the fact that 
fhe blight, which hds destroyed so many 
Millions of the chestnut trees in the section 
ef country north of Virginia and east of the 
‘Allegheny River, may be stopped from spread- 
fng into other States if the investigators of the 
alps can be provided with the necessary 


. funds for carrying on their work. | 

a on Besides the timber loss through the destruc- 
 -tlon of the chestnut trees, it was pointed out, 
PS _ the scarcity of such trees, the bark of which is 


h in tannin, makes it necessary to import 
at quantities of tanning material, which 
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would have been entirely unnecessary had it 
been possible to check the blight in time. 

Gen. Lord was told that the research work 
of the department has returned almost in- 
credible dividends to the Nation. Dr. F. A. 
Woods, director of the scientific work of the 
department, was quoted as having declared, “a 
careful analysis of the work that has been done 
in this line by the department shows that for 
every dollar expended in research there has 
been an annual yield of $500.” 

Gen. Lord is about to journey to Rapid City 
to consult with the President about the 
preparation of the budget. He did not inti- 
mate his reaction to the appeals from the 
agricultural delegation, but he has something 
to think about on his way to South Dakota. 


THE NEW SOUTH. 


Politicians have for some months played 
with the idea of a political alliance between 
the farmers of the West and the South. A 
crude ‘union of this sort was, it is true, opera- 
tive in the passage of the McNary-Haugen Dill 
at the last session of Congress. There are 
those who think that on this foundation some- 
thing more permanent may be built. So far, 
exploratéry work has been done by politicians. 
Now the more abstract minds of the Institute 
of Politics are asked to toy with the same idea. 

The theory of political cooperation between 
the West and the South is based on an im- 
aginary community of agricultural interest. 
It leaves out of the consideration the industrial 
South, a large and ever-growing portion of the 
territory below the Mason and Dixon line, The 
South, as a whole, is no longer dependent upon 
any crop. By industrial growth and by di- 
versification of crops it is throwing off the 
domination of cotton. New England, to its 
sorrow, can testify to the growth of the in- 
dustrial South. 

The-industrial South is the new South. 
Politicians with vision will look to it in the 
consideration of alliances with other sections of 
the Nation. The South, which is putting capi- 
tal and labor into the development of new 
business, is not in touch or prfpathy with the 
problems of the agricultural Middle West. 
The representatives of this new condition look 
to agriculture for their raw materials. They 
are as closely linked with the financial and 
manufacturing centers of the East, however, 
as they are with the soil. They furnish a 
market for the farmer’s product, but in their 
economic and political beliefs they will align 
more readily with the urban sections. When 
the South ceased to be a one-crop country the 
day passed for agrarian politics. Southern 
statesmen should seek their inspiration in 
familiar rather than in foreign fields. 


BRITISH LEGISLATION. 


The session of the British Parliament, 
which has just adjourned until November, 
was almost as memorable for what it left 
undone as for what it did, so far as actual 
legislation is concerned. Its gestures were 
many, but its performances were compara- 
tively few. The most significant piece of 
legislation which it passed on was probably 
the trade disputes act, which with 93 other 
enactments received the royal assent on Friday 
last. This measure makes general strikes and 
intimidation illegal, forbids compulsory levies 
on members of trade unions for political pur- 
poses, and prohibits civil servants from taking 
out membership in outside trade unions. No 
legislation of recent times—at least none since 
Gladstone’s Irish home rule bills—has pro- 
voked angrier feelings in Great Britain. The 
labor leaders have’ already announced their 
intention of repealing it when they come into 
power again and, in the meantime, they pro- 
claim that it will prove unworkable, and they 
and their followers may be relied on to use 
their utmost exertions to make it so. 

Another distinguishing feature of the ses- 
sion was the passing of Winston Churchill’s 
budget, which, brilliant as was ‘his presenta- 
tion of it and ingenious as were its taxation 
devices, could not, from the essential nature 
of the case, be received with anything but 
apprehension and dismay, because it had to 
provide for the stupendous annual national 
expenditure of over $4,000,000,000. 

Among the many measures that failed to 
pass was the plan for the reform and re- 
constitution of the House of Lords; the pro- 
posal to place men and women on an electoral 
equality, and the films bill. The first two 
were lost because of undercurrents of oppo- 
sition which developed among the supporters 
of the administration, and the third was 
postponed because of the determined hostility 
which it aroused among labor members when 
it reached the committee stage. The films 
bill, at least, will be reintroduced in the fall. 
It is an expeniment in protective legislation, 
which is of interest to American picture pro- 
ducers, because it makes obligatory the show- 
ing of a certain proportion of British pictures, 
and prohibits what has come to be known as 
“blind booking.” It is one of those measures 
which appear to clash with the law of supply 
and demand, but, on account of its patriotic 
features, it will probably be enacted, perhaps 
in a modified form. ; 

The British administration has stirred up 
for itself at least two hornets’ nests by what 
its opponents would describe as its sins of 
commission and omission. When the next 
election comes, the fight will be fierce over 
the trade disputes act, with all sections of 
labor, right wing and left wing alike, engaged 
in activé and fervidg denunciations of that 
measure, which has raised their gorge to an 
unprecedented degree. The women, too, 
whose hopes were raised so high by the 
prime minister when they interviewed him 
on behalt of their pet measure, will be angry 
because of the failure of the cabinet to get 
solidly behind the proposal for a vote on 
equal terms as between the sexes and pass it 
into law; and an angry woman.can smite very 
hard and effectively in politics as well as 
elsewhere. . 

‘The administration, it is in many ways evi- 
dent, is planning not ‘‘to go to the country”— 
that is, not to have a general election—until 
1929. It will be interesting to observe 
whether, from internal dissension or opposition 
pressure, or both combined, it may be forced 
to bring about an earlier dissolution of 
Parliament. |

FARM RELIEF AGITATION. 

The Black Hills are reverberating now with 
the big guns of farm relief. Proponents of the 
many end various measures designed to relieve 
agricultural depression are aiming at the sum- 
mer WHite House. Their present strategy ap- 
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Coolidge is holding his powder. Judging from 


his past actions, he is likely to do so until he is 
ready to submit the compromise which he and 
congressional léaders discussed prior to the 
departure from Washington. 

There have been so far no new ideas pub- 
lished on the subject. The proposal, hailed one 
day as an administration measure and repudi- 
ated the next, which started off the week, was 
in effect nothing but the Fess bill. This 
measure was rejected by the farm bloc when it 
was offered. Not even presidential approval 
could muster the votes necessary to its passage. 
It can not, therefore, be considered in the light 
of a compromise. 

The resurrection of this measure will not 
satisfy the supporters of the McNary-Haugen 
bill. Senator Capper, of Kansas, vouches for 
that much. The editor-politician is of the 
firm opinion that the agricultural interests of 
the West must have their price-fixing bill. He 
classes the veto of the bill as the one “error’’ 
the President has made, and predicts without 
equivocation that “farm relief of some kind 
will be enacted at the next session.” 


gressional farmers and the McNary-Haugen 
bill vetoed in no uncertain words and fashion 
by the President, it is apparent that some new 
formula must be found to extend a helping 
hand to agriculture. The duty of reaching the 
compromise rests upon the President as party 
leader. He is engaged in that task. His work 
is hampered by the evident desire of the ex- 
tremists to convert him to their point of view. 
He must ignore the noise that the rival 
partisans are now making and seek to find the 
more quiet middle ground. A measure both 
constitutional and practicable will not be easy 
to find at best. The less political clamor about 
the President’s study the better the hope of 
suUCcCeSS. 


THE SECRET OF PERPETUAL YOUTH. 


The desire to prolong life and at the same 
time to preserve or renew youth has been an 
aspiration among mortals from time imme- 
morial. Means and methods to make this as- 
piration become an accomplished fact have 
been assiduously sought, but never yet found, 
except in the case of imaginary beings, a good 
type of whom would be Rider Haggard’s “She.” 
The formula in her case was simplicity itself— 
when one knew it; but the stream of light in 
which she bathed in order to accomplish her 
purpose was, of course, as nonexistent in 
reality as the beautiful creature herself. 
Other devices, which in practice always proved 
chimerical, have been looked for adown the 
ages, from Roger Bacon to Ponce de Leon. 
The quest, however, has never been wholly 
abandoned, and in this highly scientific age, 
when one knows not what to expect from 
around the corner, it still goes merrily on. 
Unfortunately, so credulous is mankind that 
often the search for youth has led to the de- 
velopment and employment of unblushing 
quackery, with its consequent failure and dis- 
illusionment. 

Just now those who are intrigued by the 
idea have their attention focused on two ap- 
parently separate plans—which may yet prove 
to be essentially the same—for the attainment 
of the object desired. One comes from far- 
away India, and the other is traceable to a 
very ancient Latin manuscript, claimed to have 
been discovered, as recently as 1914, by an 
American college professor in the course of 
some other investigation which he was then 
making in the library of the University of 
Louvain. The Indian recipe for perpetual 
youth depends on certain properties possessed 
by a plant called lucutate which, it is said, 
has been tried on elephants, parrots, hawks, 
and even men, with the most wonderful re- 
sults. One is asked to believe that a certain 
Maharajah vouches for the fact that the oldest 


| cow elephant in captivity in his dominions, one 


almost helpless from age, was fed freely; on 
lucutate berries, and that her youthful vigor 
was thereafter speedily restored and sh¢ again 
bore calves. In the case of parrots and hawks 
similarly fed, they grew new and more splendid 
plumage. 
given the lucutate treatment, it is somewhat. 
more vaguely stated that it was “successful 
in abating the infirmities of age.’’ If there is 
anything in this theory, one can readily see 
that lucutate is going to be a highly popular 
plant and that the demand for it will be enor- 
mous—to the manifest advantage of the reve- 
nues of the Indian principality. 

The Latin manuscript, which appears to 
date from the third century A. D., and which 
purports to give a secret formula, not for 
‘restoring youth, but for retaining it, wads the 
work of a man who, at the age of more than 


healthier, happier and more vigorous than he 
had been in his earlier days. .He was evidently 
a pagan, for he invokes the gods and goddesses 
and complains that the new. doctrine of 
“Christus of Galileum” is menacing everything 
that is good. This writer and a friend, in the 
course of many wanderings, encountered a 
Greek merchant, formerly of Kemy, Egypt, 
who gave them a papyrus containing the pre- 
scription for long continued youth. It was 
based on information supplied by one Sulta 
who, “‘after an extraordinary long travel across 
unknown lands and seas many times farther 
away than Celtiberia and Illyria,” came to a 
place where all the people were marvelously 
happy, agile and healthy. From them Sulta 
learned not only a strange theory regarding 
the creation of man, but also the means to be 
adopted in order to preserve, even in advanced 
years, the attributes of youth. + 

Now, as these people were strict vegetarians, 
it is quite possible that in the use of a lucutate 
diet may have lain their grand recipe. It is 
at least allowable to draw such an inference, 
for the professor, being engaged in experiments 
to test the validity of his discovery, has not 
yet published the formula which he so strange- 
ly and: unexpectedly came across, although he 
promises that, “when the time comes,”’ he will 
“divulge it free for everybody.” 

One is naturally curious to know what this 
great secret-formula is. If it coincides with 
the views set forth by the Maharajah, the 
invasion of Canada by thirsty Americans, suf- 
fering from a surfeit of Volsteadism, will have 
to take a back seat when compared with the 
invasion of India by persons, from all parts 
of the globe, eager to succeed in that important 
matter in which Ponce de Leon failed, and to 
test, each in his or her own case, the wonder- 
working virtues of lucutate. It should, per- 
haps, be added that the name of the Indian 
principality is given as Deshaipur and that it 
may be difficult to locate, and also, when that

finds herself with pleasant neigh- 
bors whose hospitality she would like 
to return, but without any servants to 
wait upon table. She has written to 
ask how to serve a servantless dinner. 
What kind of food to have and how 
to put it before her guests with the 
least confusion. 

I grant it seems difficult to play 
hostess, waitress and cook almost at 
the same moment, but it really isn’t 
if you do a great deal of straight think- 
ing beforehand and have everything 
well arranged. Suppose you are going 
to-have appetizers first. Set them out 
in the dining room, on a tray, before 
your guests arrive. After they do ar- 
rive let your husband, or one of the 
men of the party, attend to their dis- 
tribution while you go to the dining 
room. Of course, your table will have 
been set early in the day and as much 
of the dinner as possible prepared and 
even dished. 

If you mean to have melon, or fruit 
cocktail, that may be already on the 
table. I, myself, much prefer soup, 
hot or cold. If cold, it can be on the 
table. If hot, it can be in a saucepan, 
and all you have to do is pour it out. 

Then summon your party to dinner. 
If you have a simple menu, say, soup, 
@ main course, salad, dessert and cof- 
fee, you should not have much thou- 
ble. 

Let the place-plates under the soup 
plates be heated. They will be ready 
for the main course when you remove 
the soup.. If your main course con- 
sists of chops, or small steaks, you 
might have them served on one large 
platter with potatoes in a mound in- 
side the chops, and peas in a ring 
outside. That means the passing of 
only one dish. You may have then 
a course of vegetable salad. That might 
be mounded in a dish and have cold 
cuts of meat laid round it, or cream 
cheese balls, perhaps. Again, there 
is only one dish to pass. If you put on 
your dessert plates and finger-bowls 
together you save time and trouble. 
The dessert is the last thing to be 
handed. Coffee can be brought on a

Dempsey and Rickard 
Agree to New Date 
for Title Fight.

All Future Matches to 
Be Held in New 
York Stadium. 


N*& YORK, Aug. 3 (A.P.).—Jack 
Dempsey will battle Gen Tunney 
for the heavyweight champion- 
ship in Chicago on the night of Sep- 
tember 22, Tex Rickard announced late 
today. 
, The final difficulty in the path of the 
match was cleared away by a telegraia 
from Dempsey specifying the former 
title holder’s preference for that date 
rather than September 15. While agree- 
ing to every other proyision, the former 
title holder had insisted he would not 
be ready for the fray before September 
22, due to the illness of his wife, Estelic 
Taylor, and would prefer an even later 
date. 

On receipt of the wire, Rickard imme- 
diately declared the new date satisfac- 
tory. The promoter announced that 
Dempsey would leave Los Angeles for 
Chicago August 15 to start training at 
a camp yet to be selected. 


Shortly after arriving here from 
Chicago this morning, Rickard dis- 
closed that the Tunney-Dempscey 
match will be the last world heavy- 
weight championship fight he will 
stage outside of New York. 


“Next year at this time,” he said, 
“New York will have the finest outdoor 
stadium in the world. Especially con- 
structed to give every spectator a clear 
view of fights or any other outdoor 
sport, it will hold more people than 
either the mammoth Philadelphia or 
Chicago arenas. I have already secured 
financial backing. 

“Never again will 1 hold a champion- 
ship or other big match in a ball park. 
The seating arrangements at the Yankee 
Stadium, where Dempsey fought Shar- 
key, were unsatisfactory. I never have 
received sO many complaints before and 
people who had seen every bout I’ve 
Staged told me they would never come 
to a ball park for another fight.” 

The advance sale for the fight tn 
Chicago is clese to the $1,000,000 mark 
already, Rickard said. The “house” will 
hit the $2,000,000 easily, he believes, and 
he even thinks it possible that the 
140,000 capacity of the municipal 
Stadium will not be sufficient to hold 
the crowd.

Barred by Landis in 
1921 in Connection 
With Auto Theft. 


INCINNATI, Aug. 3 (A.P.).—Ben- 

nie Kauff, Columbus, Ohio, for- 

mer professional baseball player, 
filed suit in the United States District 
Court today against the National Exhi- 
bition Co., of New York, as operators 
of the New Yor National League Club 
for $6,052.50 damages.

The 
total of all maintenance charges for

Maintenance 
charges in 1926 consumed 33.67 per 
cent of total revenues, as compared 
with 34.7 per cent for the same pur- 
pose in 1925. Transportation expenses 
for 1926 aggregated $87,519,068.17, as 
compared with $84,621,877 for the pre- 
ceding year, an increase of 3.42 per 
cent. 

The total of all operating expenses 
for 1926 was $186,306,275.58, an increase 
over the previous year of $7,206,676.52, 
or 4.02 per cent, as compared with an 
increase in gross revenue for the same 
period of $14,814,890.46. The ratio of 
operating expenses to operating reve- 
nues declined from 75.40 per cent in 
1925 to 73.83 per cent in 1926, a differ- 
ence of 1.57 points in favor of the op- 
erations of 1926.

* ACTION ON REQUEST 


SANDERS SENDS LETTER

Case Involves Refusal to 


Height Restriction. |

Modification of zoning regulations 


that may materially change the atti- 
tude of the District government toward 
restricted use of property was sug- 
gested yesterday at an executive session 
of the zoning commission, following a 
public hearing. 

At the public hearing officers of the 
Church of the Incarnation, Lutheran, 
asked that the property at the north- 
east corner of Fourteenth and Gallatin 
streets northwest be changed from resi- 
dential A restricted to residential C 
area to permit an addition to be built 
to the church that would not comply 
with the restrictions of the pepeens 
zoning. 

The commission was reluctant to re- 
zone the corner as requested, but no 
one voiced objection to the church 
project and the members were trying to 


find a way to let the addition be built 
without changing the zoning. | 


“Spot Zoning” Alternative. 


One of the members of the commis- 
sion made the suggestion that the regu- 
lations be amended so that construc- 
tion in violation of zoning could be 
permitted in special cases without 
changing the zoning. Under such a 
pule the church could be permitted to 
erect the addition without rezoning the 
property. 

Although admittedly such 4 rule 
would open the door to location of 
commercial or any other kind of an 
establishment in residential territory, it 
was urged that the commission could 
maintain tight control and prevent is- 
guance of pérmits except in worthy 
cases. The proposal was named as an 
alternative to “‘spot zoning,” the re- 
classification of small parcels of prop- 
erty without changing an entire neigh- 

rhood. 

Precision was postponed both as to 
the amendment and the zoning of the 
church corner. 

The Commission denied a petition to 
change the. height restriction from 90 
to 110 feet on commercial territory on 
both sides of Eighteenth street north- 
west between H and L streets to per- 
mit a large office building to be erected 
No objection was entered by property 
owners, but the Commission refused 
to: raise the restriction. 


Rezoning Petition Denied. 


Petitions also were denied for the re- 
goning of the south side of Q street 
northwest from Vermont avenue to 
Twelfth street and the west side of 
Fourteenth street southeast from South 
Carolina avenue to C street, where it 
was proposed to locate a drug store. 
In the latter case a number of resi- 
dents who had signed the petition for 
the rezoning withdrew their consent 
when told at the Hearing that if the 
classification were changed not only the 
drug store, but any kind of “light’ 
business establishment could be 
brought into their community. 

- The Commission granted the follow- 
ing changes of zoning: 

Raising of height limit from 90 to 
110 feet on the rear of 1116 Vermont 
avenue northwest, to permit erection 
of an eleven story office building for 
doctors; raising height limit from 40 
to 60 feet on one lot to permit erec- 
tion of a four-story apartment house 
in Lamont street northwest between 
Georgia and Sherman avenues; rear of 
the northwest corner of Connecticut 
avenue and Cumberland street north- 
west, residential A restricted to resi- 
dential C; both sides of D street north- 
east between Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
streets, commercial to residential B; 
northeast corner of Forty-eighth place 
and Meade street northeast, residential 
to commercial; and lots 4 and 5 of 
square 5556, north of Pennsylvania 
avenue southeast between Railroad and 
Minnesota avenues, commercial to resi- 
dential area.

BLOCH IS TRANSFERRED 


Grant Pay Increase to 
200 Women. 


President Coolidge asked the Per- 
sonnel Classification Board yesterday 
for a full report on the request of em- 
ployes of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing for rehearing for reallocation 
and a 40 cents a day pay raise. 

His action was made known follow- 
ing reply to Luther C. Steward, presi- 
dent of the National Federation of Fed- 
eral Employes, who protested the de- 
cision of the classification board to 
deal directly with employes concerned 
and to ignore their union representa- 
tives in prosecution of their appeal. 

Everett Sanders, secretary to the 
President, answering the protest . of 
President Steward yesterday, stated: “T 
beg to acknowledge on behalf of the 
President, your letter of July 18 rela- 
tive to the recent ruling of the Person- 
nel Classification Board. By his direc- 
tion the matter is being brought to the 
immediate attention of the board.” 

Board officials said request for a for- 
Mal report on the situation had been 
received from the summer White 
House and would be forwarded. 


State Labor Aids Group. 


Following refusal of the classifica- 
tion. board to grant 200 women em- 
ployes of the Printing and Engraving 
Bureau pay. increase. the Federal Em- 
ployes Association and the State Fed- 
eration of Labor supported their fight 
for a. rehearing. promising to carry 
the battle to Congress and the Presi- 
dent in the event of an adverse deci- 
sion. 

In reply to representatives of the 
union, the board informed employes 
involved in the pay raise campaign, as 
Well as 800 others concerned, with a 
reallocation that it would deal directly 
with them, and not through their 
union representatives. 

Declaring the decision of the board 
an arbitrary attempt to deprive Fed- 
eral workers of the right to collective 
presentation of grievances recognized 
by congressional enactment, President 
Steward issued a protest to President 
Coolidge. 

Officials of the classification board, 
in explanation of their stand, denied 
this accusation, explaining they always 
had discussed with representatives of 
Federal workers, whether union mem- 
bers or not, matters affecting working 
conditions, and would continue to do 
so, but. they would not countenance 
union or. nontwrrien-representatives of 
Federal workers in prosecution of ap- 
peals. 

Regular Procedure Cited. 


They informed the complaining work- 
ers that they had set up a procedure 
for handling appeals for rehearing, and 
that if they had further information in 
Support of their appeal they should 
follow it. 

It is the right of any employe who 
feels his position is not properly allo- 
cated as to condition or pay, they ez- 
plained. to file an appeal which the 
board will consider in regular order on 
its docket. The board has not get 
stated whether it will grant a rehearing, 
but has indicated that if this is done 
if will be directly with employes. 

Women employes demanding the pay 
raise are in. the wetting division of the 
bureau. and they want a reallocation 
from grade 1 to grade 2 of the clerical 
and mechanical division, involving 
raises if from 45 to 50 cents to from 
55 to 60 cents an hour. These em- 
ployes prepare sheets of currency paper 
for plate printers, some of them moist- 
ening the paper, others counting the 
sheets. 

Employes of the printing division al- 
lege that in class specification of the 
board, they, who feed plate printing 
presses are put in grade 1 while those 
feeding power presses are placed in 
grade 2, higher allocation, and that 
there is no difference in the work,
